He says 
that the excise and gambling laws are be- 


ing violated in every precinct, that police} 


patrolling is a farce, and that a set of 
crooks is successfully pulling the wool 
over the eyes of Commissioner Bingham. 

He declares that the detectives from the 
District Attorney’s office have been fol- 
lowed by men from Headquarters under 
orders given personally by the Commis- 
sioner, who, “ with his military training,” 
has undertaken a hopeless task in trying 
to manage an army of “crooked cops.” 
He says that the department has not im- 
proved of late, save in the one year when 
Gen. Greene was Commissioner. He is 
determined, he declares, to stand by his 
men, who are now being pursued by crooks 
in the Police Department 

The controversy began about ten days 
ago when Gen. Bingham submitted affi- 
davits to the District Attorney setting 
forth that Detective Reardon, Sergt. 
Wasserman, and Patrorman Mara, who 
had been detailed to the District Attor- 
ney’s office, had been making raids in 
true wild-west fashion and had been 
holding up people with revolvers and tak- 
ing money out of their pockets “to be 
used as evidence”’ against alleged gam- 
bling places. 

Gen. Bingham told the District Attorney 
that it was for him to take action, but 
the District Attorney did not think the 
evidence sufficient. Gen. Bingham then 
caused Wasserman and Mara to be de- 
tached from the District Attorney's of- 
fice and later revoked the special police- 
man’s warrant of Detective Reardon. 


His Men Not Grafters. 


“There is not one scintilla of evidence 
against any of these men that there was 
any grafting dn their part,’’ says the Dis- 
trict Attorney. “They were a little bit 
rough, I suppose, and that I regret. But 
they didn’t turn a dishonest penny. 

“I care not what their records may 
have been before they came here, but 
since they have been connected with this 
office they have done hard, efficient, con- 
scientious work, have shown results, and 
delivered the goods, and I don’t intend 
to stand by and let any bunch of grafting 
cops job them, ° 

“Not only will I stand by them to the 
last, knowing they were honest while 
working for me, but I will appear in their 


Gotgnee when they are placed on trial at 
Police Headquarters. The system may be 
ablo to break them, but they won't do it 
without the people of New York knowing 
what is being done.”’ 

“A Grafting Precinct.” 

“I sent Reardon, Wasserman, Butler, 
Brennan, and Mara over into the Twelfth 
Precinct (Eldridge Street Station) not so 
much to make raids as to get evidence for 
the Commissioner concerning his own men 
there. That is a rotten, dirty, grafting 
Precinct.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.<Fifty-three of 
the Democrats in the House of Represent- 
atives are opposed to the nomination of 
William Jennings Bryan for the Presiden- 
cy and favor Gov. Johnson of Minnesota 
or some other man they consider more 
available. 

A poll of the Democratic members was 
completed to-day by The Washington Post. 


Of the 167 members of the minority party 
in the House 151 were interviewed. Two 
were non-committal. Sixteen were absent 
or ill, All indicated their choice with the 
understanding that their individual pref- 
erences should not be made public, al- 
though the Bryan men were for the most 
part perfectly willing to have their namieg 
published. 

Each Democrat was asked the following 
question: 

‘““What candidate do you individually

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THAW'S BUTLER TELLS 
OF IS QUEER ACTS 


Once Sat Till 9 P. M. Waiting for 
Dinner When He’d Ordered 
That None Be Served. 


CRANKS AT THE TRIAL 


One, Whe Wrote to Justice Dowling, 
Sent to Bellevue for Examination— 
Asylum Records In Testimony, 


When court adjourned yesterday in the 
trial of Harry K, Thaw for the murder 
of Stanford White, August Weber, 4 
butler in the employ of the Thaws, was 
telling of the doings of the prisoner under 
the shelter of his mother’s roof. 

As with all the other witnesses brought 
to prove the insanity of Thaw before 
the shooting on Madison Square Roof 
Garden on the night of Jyne 25, 1906, 
Weber described Thaw’s eyes as wide- 
open and staring, has face as pallid, his 
mouth as twitching, and his general ap- 
pearance as that of an irrational man. 

Three incidents were related to show 
that Thaw was not sane. They all oc- 
curred in the Thaw house at 21 Lafayette 
Square, Washington, where the mother of 
the prisoner lived in 1903-4. 

Weber related the arrival of Thaw and 
a friend at the house at 7 o’clock one 
morning, his call for Scotch and soda, 
cigars and cigarettes, and the friend 
playing the piano. Thaw urged his com- 
panion to keep on playing, as he was en- 
joying it. He allowed the butler to retire, 

“It was 5 o’clock in the morning,” 
testified the butler, “when Mr. Thaw 
tapped on my door and gave me $5. Then 
he went to bed.” ' 

Another incident the butler related was 
to the effect that Thaw, being alone in 
the house, had informed him at 6 o'clock 
that there would be no dinner. At 9 
o’clock he found Thaw aitting at table and 
was asked by him where was the dinner, 
The butler reminded Thaw of the orde: 
that there was to be no dinner and then 
got him a cold bite. He said Thaw got up 
from. his seat and paced the dining room 
nervously when he found that he had 
called off the dinner and had forgotten 
it. His eyes were shiny, said the butler, 
and his face twitching. He was in a 
highly nervous condition. 

Mr. Littleton asked the butler if Thaw 
had been drinking that day and the reply 
was that he had not. 

Again, not long after this incident, 
Thaw ordered his carriage and was told 
that his mother had loaned it to her 
secretary, who was out for a drive. 
Thaw paced the room in a highly nervous 
condition and finally threw himself on 
a lounge, his limbs stiffening and his 
eyes glaring. He recovered from this 
spell and begged the butler’s pardon. 

On another occasion the butler took 
Thaw’s. breakfast to his room in the 
Washington house, Thaw arose from 
bed, walked against the tray, upsetting it, 
and paced the room as he had done be- 
fore. Finally, said the butler, he noticed 
the upset breakfast and inquired the 
meaning of it. 

To-day the butler will tell of the doings 
of Thaw in his mother’s house in Pitts- 
burg. ' 

Another Incident to be brought out by 
the defense to show Thaw’s insanity may 
come before the court to-day, when the 
receipted bills of a New York butcher will 
tell the story of how he sent to a woman 


convalescing from an operation for appen- 
dicitis—Evelyn Nesbit, it is believed— 
eighty-four pounds of raw beefsteak one 
day, and a few days later another supply 
of eighty-four —— The books and 
receipts of the butcher will be placed in 
evidence, 

All of this testimony was crammed into 
the last hour of the afternoon session, 
and the butler had not reached the most 
important part of his testimony, it was 
said. ; 


Thaw “Irrational” at Whist Club. 


Christopher Baggin, steward of the 
Whist Club, at 18 West Thirty-sixth 
Street, was one of the earlier witnesses 
for Thaw. He said he had known the 
prisoner fourteen years, and that Thaw 
played in the club almost every day that 
he was in town. He was in the club the 
day before the killing of White and the 
morning and afternoon of the killing. 

On the day before the tragedy, Baggin 
testified, Thayw’s eyes were glaring, his 
face was pallid, and he complained of 
being cold, although it was @ warm day, 
with the electric fans going, the tempera- 
ture of the cardroom my about 89 de- 
grees. He said that Thaw insisted on the 
windows being closed and a screen spread 
ae his chair. He complained of having 
a chill.

Coroner's Jurors All Called.

Dr. Foster of the asylum at Williams- 
burg was recalled to put in evidence the 
commitment papers of William Thaw. Dr. 
Butler of the Staunton Asylum showed 
that the commitment papets for Horace 
Thaw gave hereditary insanity as the 
cause of the commitment of that member 
of the family. 

Members of Thaw’'s family were again 
abgent from court yesterday, and are ex- 
pected to stay away during the discussion 
of the tainted condition of their stock. 


Two Cranks at the Trial, 


Two crazy people broke in on the case 
yesterday...

TWO INDICTMENTS 
AGAINSTMONTGOMERY 


Grand Jury Says the ex-President 
of the Hamilton Bank 
Overdrew Funds. 


RELEASED ON $2,500 BAIL 


His Friends Say Violation of the Law 
Was Only Technical and He Does 
Not Owe the Bank a Dollar. 


Two indictments were brought by the 
Special Grand Jury yesterday against 
William R. Montgomery, recently Presi- 
dent of the Hamilton Bank, which was com- 
pelled to suspend business in the recent 
financial flurry and afterward went into 
the hands of a receivor. The receiver has 
since been discharged and it is promised 
that the bank will reopen for business 
under a new set of officers on Jan. 20. 

Two indictments were found against Mr. 
Montgomery for acts as Vice President of 
the bank, the spectfic charges being that 
on Aug. 29 last be drew a check for 
$12,950, payable to B. L. Straasburgiger. a@ 
jeweler of 51 Maiden Lane, and had it 
certified. This amount, it was held, was 
entirely an overdraft and entirely illegal 
under the banking laws, 


The second indictment sets forth that 
on Sept. 6 last Montgomery, while Vice 


President of the bank, drew a check to 
the order of Dr, L. C. Warner for $21,000, 
when as 8 matter of fact his balance in 
the bank amounted to $5,918.22, and at 
the time the check was presented and 
paid his balance only amounted to $154.72. 

It was etated yesterday that these two 
checks were in payment for shares of 
stock of the Hamilton Bank. 

Che Hamilton Bank was under investi- 
gation by the Special Grand Jury for sev- 
eral days, and Montgomery was amon 
the witnesses examined.

Only a few days ago the receivershi 
under which the bank had been since {t 
closed during the financial panic was or- 
dered removed, and this was made the 
occasion of @ great “ vindication’ jollifi- 
cation in the Bronx, when Mr. Montgom- 
ery was lauded highly and treated more 
or less as @ martyr. He made a speech 
in which he assured the depositors that 
he had been guilty of no wrongdoing and 
promised them that when the bank was 
reopened he would give them an admin- 
istration of which they would be proud, 
and that under his management the bank 
would forge ahead to greater success, 

On Jan. 1, however, at a meeting of the 
stockHolders of the bank, Mr. Montgomery 
was deposed as President, and Frank L. 
Grant, Vice President of the Carnegie 
Trust Company, was elected President, 

Mr, Montgomery’s career as President 
of the Hamilton Bank was a short ore. 
At the time of the financial] flurry, when 
BH. R. Thomas was getting out of the 
banks in which he was interested,’ he reé- 
signed as President’ of the Hamilton 
Bank. Mr. Montgomery, who was at that 
tims Vice President of the bank, was 
elected President. He remained in this 
office three or four days, and then.ordered 
the’ bank closed because there was not 
enough money on hand to pay the de- 
positors, and the securities could not be 
disposed of except at a sacrifice, 

Since that time Mr. Montgomery has 
spoken frequently and hopefully of the 
opening of the bank, but the stockholders 
stepped in and elected’a successor to him, 
nd then the Grand Jury indicted him. 

Mr. Montgomery’s. offense is said by his 
friends to be a purely technical violation 
of the banking laws, and it was said last 
night that he did not at this time owe the 
institution a dollar. 

“Mr. Sullivan was the largest stock- 
holder in the Hamilton Bank, Chairman 
of its Finance Committee, President ox 
the Mechanics and Traders’ Bank, and a 
very wealthy man, Mr. Montgomery him- 
self was a man of very large means, and 
there was never a moment’s time when 
the stock in question was not in custody 
of one of the bank officers, or agents, 
and the value of this stock was greater 
than the amount of the check. 

“The fact that such overdrafts existed 
was called to the attention of the auhori- 
ies by Mr. Montgomery himself and but 
for the information which he had offered 
would in all probability never have been 
discovered. From the outset of the inves- 
Se Mr. Montgomery's counsel have 
offered to the District Attorney's office 
all the information in their possession 
and have given them access to every 
means whereby any light could be thrown 
on the matter. 

“ The District Attorney's office .was un- 
willing to avail itself of all the Informa- 
tion, and the. indictments have beef 
founded,:as indictments must of necessity 
be founded, upon a partial presentation of 
the facts. he case will be pressed to 
trial with all reasonable speed, and aJl the 
facts will be br@ught out. 

“We think that it should be sald that 
Mr. Montgomery is the only one of the 
original officers of the bank who stood, 
by it in its trouble; that'it is due chiefly 
to his efforts that the bank is about to re- 
open, and that but for his efforts the bank 
would now be subject to the tender mer- 
cles of a receivership.” 

W. H. Birkmire of 396 Broadway, one of 
the new Directors of the Hamilton Bank 
qualified as bondsman in the amount o 
$5,000, the bail fixed on the two indict- 
ments, 

James W. Osborne and Howard 8. Gans, 
who are associated as counsel for Mr, 
Montgomery, issued this statement last 
night:

labor unions. To this line of questioning 
Mr. Cook objected.

ROBBINS OUT OF COAL CO. 


Thaw Interests Oust President of Mo- 
nongahela Combine.

PITTSBURG, Jan. 15.—Francis L. Rob- 
bins, the organizer of the Monongahela 
River Consolidated Coal and Coke Com- 
pany, a $64,000,000 corporation, was to- 
day ousted from the Presidency of that 
organization and also from the Board 
of Directors.

Deuanier was elected on 
the board, and at the meeting of the Di- 


rectors to-morrow will be elected Presi- 
dent. 


FEAR PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 


Metal Trades Expect Little Improve- 
ment Until It Is Over. 


The conditions tn the shop trades last 
year and the prospects for this year were 
discussed at the annual meeting of the 
New York and New Jersey branch of the 
National Metal Trades Association. a 
report issued after the meeting says in 
part: 

Reports from various districts showed that 
the business had fallen off more than 50 per 
cent. during the year. The greatest decline 
was shown during the past three months. No 
recovery has been shown except in the ship 
repairing, the ship yards being quite busy, 
with prospects of Improvement. In normal 
times the members employ about 12,000 men, 
and about one-half that number are employed 
now. No reductions in wages were made, and 
in some cases wages were increased. 

The general belief is that with the exception 
of the work in the ship yards, which is be- 
coming more plentiful, there is little hope for 
improvement for some time. As money is 
more easy now than it was three months ago 
there may be some improvement In ‘the Spring, 
but the indications are that the stagnation 
will last until after the Presidential election.

Auto Racers in Paris Contest 
Must Report Progress 
Along the Route. 


—_— 


ENDURANCE RUN TO CHICAGO 


Four Days Allowed the Drivers to 
Cover First Thousand Miles—Signal 
Corps to Flash News from Alaska. 


All the conditions of the automobile race 
from New York to Paris so far as they 
relate to the crossing of the United States 
and traversing Alaska will probably be 
settled and announced by the end of this 
week. On account of the speed laws, 
which will be rigidly observed in the 
various Eastern States, it will 
possible for the cars to actually race in 
the ordinary sense in their run from 
New York to Chicago. This portion of 
the trip will therefore be in effect an 
endurance run, with the cars keeping to- 
gether on the road for the first thousand 


miles. A daily schedule will be arranged | 


which will permit of as great speed as 
can legally be attained along the road, 
and no car will be allowed to exceed that 
limit at any, time. This will probably 
call for spme night as well as day driv- 
ing at the start, as the controls will nec- 
essarily be fixed at good distances, that 
may be covered easily between the rising 
end the setting of the sun. It is Mkely 
that four days will be ‘allowed for the 
race to Chicago. 

It will be possible for the automobilists 
who wish to see the racers at various 
points along the road to gratify this 
desire and to arrange to meet and escort 
‘the cars a part of-the way. From all 
through the East inquiries are coming to 
hand from local clubs asking if the for- 
eign drivers may not be entertained by 
them. There will be no time to lose in 
entertainment, but brief courtesies might 
be extended and plans to this end may 
be safely made. The definite schedule 
@an shortly be made public. 

From Chicago the actual speed contest 
may begin. Thereafter various points 
‘will be fixed at which the automobilists 
must report to insure that the full route 
fg covered without aid. At these points 
the cars will be seen by an appointed 


representative and the time of the ar- 
vival -reported in due course. These 
pe 3 may also serve as supply depots 

which extra parts such as may be 
required can be shipped, and at which 
fuel and lubricating oll may be obtained. 
They will be established close enough to- 
gether to avoid the necessity of carrying 
any large amount of gasoline or oil from 
place to place. 

8 chain of supply depots will extend 
all the way across the United States and 
Supectaity through the Western States, 

yoming, Utah, Nevada, and southeast- 
ern California, where in crossing the 
desert and the trackless plains much dif- 
ficulty is likely to be met and where the 
most urgent- need will arise. The expi- 
ration of an undue time in reporting 
from station to station will be a means 
of notifying others that difficulties have 
been experienced. 

One of the drivers who have been 
Beveral times across the continent was in- 
terviewed pantendey as to conditions and 
#aid that the crossing of the Rockies pre- 
éented no difficulties whatever. 

** From NewYork to,Cheyenne,” he said, 
“there are no grades encountered on the 
way ma out that are so difficult as 
the hills between New York and Albany. 
The ascents along the Hudgon are much 
steeper and bothersome, while in the pas-, 
sage of New York State in the lake re- 

fon, around Syracuse, for instance, there 

s more troublesome hill climbing to do 
than in any section east of Sherman. The 
ascent from Omaha to Sherman is_nearly 
8,000 feet, but the rise is so gradual as not 
to be noticeable at any time. Sherman it- 
self is on a plateau as flat as a table and 
does not indicate its extreme height. 

“ After leaving Sherman there are some 
ee passages around some mountain 
peaks that are not easy going, and ere- 
after where the trails are left . behind 
comes the real difficulty. The arroyos of 
both Nevada and Western Wyoming are 
more difficult to pass than anythin 
the East. While the desert is trackless, 
there is no danger of any one losing his 
way as long as the.railroad track is kept 
fin sight.

_ desert that is very difficult to traverse, 
but it is better in Winter than any other 
time, provided too heavy snows are not 
‘encountered. By going nearly down to 
Los Angeles the coast ran 
become insignificant and they .can be 
crossed readily. There are some bad hills 
going up the coast from Santa Barbara to 

an Francisco, but that stretch has been 
covered in forty hours readily to Los An- 

eles and need not be considered. I think 
tis ag practicable to cross in Winter as 
in Summer, aside from the danger of 
meeting a blizzard and the shorter days 
curtailing travel.”

Policy Holders Urged by Committee 
Not to Pay Special Assessments. 


The committee of policy holders of the 
Mutual Reserve Life Insurance Company, 
consisting of J. W. Hyams, Speaker of 
the Louisiana House of Representatives; 
W. D. Robinson, Lamar C. Quintero, and 
William Hepburn Russell, and former At- 
torney General Julius P. Mayer, the New 
York counsel, issued a circular to the 
policy holders last night dealing with the 
management of the compeny and detail- 
ling some new facts regarding its finances. 
iThe policy holders are warned against 
paying assessments to make up a defi- 
clency of $1,500,000. 

Under the heading of “‘ Extraordinary 
Facts Now Disclosed "’ the circular states: 

In November, 1907, prior to the issuance of 
the call for the special meeting of policy hold- 
ers on Dec, 10, examiners of the Insurance De- 
partment of the State of New York completed 
an examination into the affairs of the Mutual 
| Reserve Life and prepared reports showing a 
| deficiency of the ccmpany to the extent of 
about $1,500,000. Copies of the reports were 
| in the possession of the officers of the com- 
| pany, and they knew all the facts at the time 
| they issued the call for the special meeting 
‘of Dec. 10. Nevertheless, they intentionally 
| concealed these facts from the policy holders, 
; and tried to lull them into a sense of false 
| Security so as to Induce them to adopt without 
proper consideration the proposed amendments 
to the by-laws intended to charge against the 
assessment policy holders the entire amount of 
this enormous deficiency. 

At a meeting of the Directors on Dec, 
16, it is stated; the Directors met, and 
Actuary George D. Eldridge at that meet- 
ing recommended ‘‘an assessment under 
the insurance law for $1,464,134, plus 17 
per cent. for expense of collection an 
shrinkage in business." 

Part of this deficiency, he says, is as- 
sessable to the class of policy holders 
known as “‘t Northwestern class,’’ and 
he added: “ is leaves an impairment 
for general assessment business aggre- 
gating $1,330,709."" 

The same day the board passed resolu- 
tions levying ‘‘ len” charges by way of 
assessments as against policy holders in 
“the Northwestern class"’ amounting to 
$132,425, and against policy holders in the

All of these proceedings of Dec. 16, the 
circular says, were concealed from the 
court and from the public during the

In view of this alleged viola- 
tion of the injunction. of Dec. 10, this 
committee, upon advice of counsel, urges 
all policy holders,to refuse payment of the 
assessments and\ interest upon the lien 
charges covered by the notices sent out or 
to be sent out. The policy holders are 
urged to forward the assessment notices 
to the committee to take action against 
the company.

Caponigri’s Failure Another Blow to 
Mulberry Street Colony. 


Crowds of Italians, including many wo- 
men, stood about outside the closed doors 
of Pasquale’ Caponigri’s banking office, 
20 Mulberry Street, all day yesterday, in 
the vain hope that the bank would open 
and pay back the savings they had in- 
trusted to it. 

The banker failed to appear, and the 


policeman sent from Elizabeth Street Sta- | 


tion to guard the premises had all he 
wanted to do to keep the crowd In check. 

Caponigri had been established 25 a 
banker in the neighborhood of Mulberry 
Street since 1880, and was one of the best- 
known Italians in the business. His lia- 
bilities are figured out at: about, $75,000 
and his assets as nil. Caponigri’ was also 
an agent for steamship lines, but it is not 
known to what extént the companies 
have been hit. 

It is believed that Caponigri sailed for 
the Argentine Republic on the steamship 
Royal Prince under an assumed name. His 
residence, 159 East Seventy-fourth Street, 
was found to be deserted. 

Many of the bank’s depositors had all 
their savings in it, and the failure, coming 
on the heels of that of Banker Magnani, 
at 102 Bayard Street, last week, has 
shaken the confidence of the Mulberry 
Street Italian colony in the stability of 
their bankers, 

A man who knew Caponigri well said 
yesterduy that he was badly crippled. in 
1902, when he lost $40,000. He lost, this 
man said, $10,000 of his own money in the 
failure of the Canal Street bank, and an- 
other $10,000 which he had guaranteed as 
trustee of the Italian Bankers’ Associa- 
tion. He also lost in the same year $20,000 
advanced to padrones. 

After that Caponigri got little new busi- 
ness, but many of his own clients stuck 
by him. He went to Italy last Summer 
to get aid from relatives, but the mis- 
sion failed. 

Some of Caponigri’s old friends believe 
he has made away with himself, as he 
had been very despondent for a month, 
but the police say they think he sailed

In reply to his many critics the 
school system, who have accused him of 
being a “glutton for power” and “a 
Czar,” Supt.

Strong Effort Being Made to 
Compel Government to Ap-

ISSUE DISTINCTLY FINANCIAL 


Matters About Which Toklo Is Nego- 
tlating with Us Have Nothing to 
Do with Cabinet’s Trouble.

In this event 
the Cabinet would resign, the Diet would 
be dissolved, and the former budget 
‘would be continued until another Cabinet 
fvas formed and a new budget passed.

EARTHQUAKE AT GONAIVES.

this city, is being shaken by earthquakes. 

A number of buildings have been de- 
stroyed, including those occupied by the

JOHANNESBURG, Jan. 15.—The de- 
pression in the diamond markets of the 
world, resulting from the recené financial 
crisis in America and the money string- 
ency in Europe, has assumed serious pro- 
portions, according to a statement issued 
to-day by the Premier Diamond Mining 
Company to its shareholders. 

The statement sets forth that the dia- 
mond markets have been almost com- 
pletely dislocated, and that the depression 
which began, in Europe months ago, has 
reached such proportions that, in order 
to protect and strengthen the position of 
the Premier Mine, it has become impera- 
tively necessary to conserve and augment 
the resources so as to be able to meet any 
possible future difficulty. 

With this end in view the Directors, 
after consultation with the Government, 
have decided to postpone the payment of & 
dividend of $800,000, which was announced 
last. December, and the Government, on 
its part, has agreed to allow the company 
to retain the Government's share of the 
profits for the last financial year, amount. 
ing to $1,200,000. . 

Thus the company not only has been 
placed in a position to carry on its own 
operations but it may now avoid forcing 
diamonds upon an unwilling market, 


Diamonds are not to be any cheaper, 
and if any change is made in the quota- 
tions it will be to advance prices, im- 
porting firms announced yesterday. 

Leopold Stern-of Stern Bros. & Co., one 
of the eight companies which import all 
the rough diamonds coming to the United 
States, said he had received a cable mes- 
sage authorizing him to say in behalf of 
the diamond syndicate at London that 
it would adhere firmly to the policy of 
maintaining prices. 

“This statement,” Mr. Stern added, 
“was made by authority of the De Beers 
and the Premier Diamond Companies, 
whose combined output, exceeding 95 per 
cent, of the world’s production of dia- 
monds, is controlled by the syndicate at 
London.” 

Of the ability of the syndicate to con- 
trol the market, the importers say that 
there is not room for doubt. They state 


that the resources of the two big diamond 
companies are quite equal to any strain 
that may be put on them in upholding the 
market, 


REDMOND CHOSEN PRESIDENT. 


Head of Directory of Irish League— 
O’Brienites Thrown Out Bodily. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 15.—John BE. Redmond 
was elected to-day President ‘of the Na- 
tional Directory of the United Irish 
League, 

A report submitted to the Directory 
showed that the receipts for three years 
had exceeded those of the previous three 
years by more than $40,000, and that more 
than 1,200 evicted tenants had been rein- 
stated. 

A resolution was adopted welcoming “as 
a basis for attracting attention to the ab- 
surdity of the hereditary principle in leg- 
islation and the moral and political im- 
becility of the Irish peerage as a class, 
the candidature of Lord Curzon for the 
Irish representative peerage.” 

Two Nationalists from Cork, supporters 
of Mr. O’Brien and duly accredited dele- 
gates to the meeting, entered the hall at 
the opening of to-day’s meeting, but as 
soon as their presence was discovered the 
league officials ordered them to be ex- 
pelled. The dejegates from Cork declined 
to obey, and, after a struggle, were eject- 
ed by force. 


FRANCE ENORMOUSLY RICH. 


Has Prospects, Too, of Greatly In- 
creasing Her Assets. 


PARIS, Jan. 15.—There has been made 
public an interview with Finance Min- 
ister Caillaux,:in which, contrasting the 
French financial situation with that of 
other countries, the Minister calls at- 
tention to the enormous assets the French 
Government and the Communes hold 
against their liabilities. 

“ Within ee ree M. Calillaux de- 
clares, ‘* these ll be increased by the 
escheating to the local authorities of val- 
uable franchises, such as lighting, &c., 
and between 1950 and 1960 all the rallroads 
will become the property of the nation.” 


Perry Belmont Out as Club Governor. 

Perry Belmont, it was leartied yester- 
day, has resigned as a member of the 
Board.of Governors of the Manhattan 
Club.

DIAMOND PRICES KEEP UP. IG AVG CRRMANS HOLD 


BALANCE OF POWER 


Herman Ridder Eulogizes Them 
as Absolutely Independent 
in American Politics. 


THEIR INFLUENCE IS GREAT 


He Deplores Their Neglect by Amerl- 
can Historians as Developers of 
This Country’s Greatness. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Jan. 15.—At the 
one hundred and forty-second anniversary 
dinner, of the German Friendly Society 
to-night, Herman Ridder delivered the 
address, 

He went exhaustively into the career of 
the Germans in America, epeaking of the 
first President of the society, Michael 
Kalteisen, who founded the society in 
1766. Through his influence, the oldest 
military organization in this country, the 
German Fusileers, was organized. 

In 1680, he said, the German tide of em- 
igration to this country began. He 
sketched briefly the various German col- 
onies in South Carolina, giving an ac- 
count of their hardships in reaching their 
new country and their methods of life 
after reaching here. 

He spoke, of the loyalty of the Germans 
in the War of the Revolution and their ex- 
treme steadiness under fire. 

Baron Friederich Wilhelm von Steuben, 
called “the right arm of Washington,” 
he eulogized as ‘“‘the disciplinarian and 
drill master who transformed that help- 
less and hopeless crowd into a fighting 
army, enabling it to win the battles of 
Princeton and Trenton.” 

Washington, he said, was surrounded by 
numerous Germans who lent him efficient 
aid in the prosecution of the war. He 
explained that while the Hessians were 
always spoken of with contempt for the 
part they played as hired mercenaries, 
they had no option in the matter them- 
selves, and were really sold like cattle 
to the British authorities. 

He thought that while the average 
American readily concedes their large 
contributions to the material and intel- 
lectual growth of the country, not many 
people were willing to admit the {mpor- 
tant part the German element had played 
in shaping the character of the American 
Nation. He thought that fundamental 
thought of American independence was 
Teutonic fn its inception. 

Concluding, he said In part? 

“The German-Americans constitute a 
very large body of independent voters 
throughout this country. In political mat- 
ters they are not dumb followers of any 
one party. They are absolutely and in 
every sense independent citizens, and as 
such we are safe in saying that the Ger

NEW MOVE IN RATE WAR. 


Another Steerage Cut, but Cunard Line 
Makes a Concession. 


LONDON, Jan, 15.—The Atlantic pas- 
senger rate war assumed a new phase 
to-night, when the Cunard Steamship 
Company made a partial concession to 
their competitors by granting a differen- 
tial rate of 10 shillings on second and 
third-class fares on the steamships Lusi- 
tania and Mauretania. 

Whether the new move is preliminary 
to an attempt to end the rate war could 
not be learned to-night, but it has that 
aspect. The White Star Company origi- 
nally demanded a differential rate of 
15 shillings, and its acceptance of the 


smaller sum indicates that the dispute 
may be settled. 

The Cunard Company has contended 
that business did not warrant a differ- 
ential of fifteen shillings, and the fact 
that the company continues its rate cut- 
ting in other respects is taken to mean 
it is not inclined to make further con- 
cessions.

MAY SPLIT PARTY 


Republican Leaders Fearful of a 
Condition Insuring Demo- 
crats’ Success. 


BLACK FOR THE GOVERNOR 


Indorses Presidential 
Woodruff Calls a Camp KIll-. 
care Conference. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, Jan, 15.—Experienced poll- 
ticlans here to-night predict what may 
prove the most bitter factional fight 
within the Republican Party in this State 
in all its history. That the organization 
will be split wide open, and that control 
of the State may slip out of the hands of 
the party was the forecast of a man who 
won his laurels as a manipulator when 
Odell was a power. 

“If Taft be nominated, I consider a 
Democratic victory in this State next Fail 
as certain,” he said, “ And it is not at 
all to be taken for granted that Gov. 
Hughes, in case he were nominated, 
would be able to land the State safely in 
the Republican column. It would all de- 
pend on how bitter the ante-convention 
fight would be, and to what extent 
knifing and reprisals would be engaged in 
at the polls on election day.”’ 

The big piece of news here to-day was 
the announcement by friends of ex-Gov. 
Frank S Black that he had joined the 
Hughes forces. According to the report, 
Mr. Black had called up ex-Senator Edgar 
T. Brackett, President of tho Hughes 
League, and told him that he would be 
with the Governor to the end. 

Senator Brackett said to Tux Times's 
correspondent in Saratoga to-day that he 
did not care to discuss the announcement 
that Mr. Black: had joined the Hughes 
forces, and that he would prefer to have 
any statement on that subject come from 
Mr. Black himself. Discussing the Hughes 
movement generally Mr. Brackett said: 

“TI have not had time as yet to consider 
details, and I cannot say yet what course 
will be pursued by the friends of Gov. 


Hughes in the Counties of Kings and 
New York within the next few days. My 


|idea is that we should not only have a 


delegation pledged to and instructed for 
Gov. Hughes, but that the personnel of 
the delegation should be looked into very 
carefully. I would rather have one dele- 
gate with the fear of God and the love 
of Hughes in his heart than a score of 
delegates instructed for the Governor, but 
lukewarm in the allegiance. 

Senator Brackett was asked where ex- 
Gov. Odell would stand. He replied that 
he had received no communication from 
Mr. Odell on the subject. 

** We shall not alienate any element that 
can be of aid in achieving our purpose,” 
he remarked later. ‘* There could not pos- 
sibly be a suspicion in the mind of an 
person who knows the Governor at ail 
that any selfish or ulterior end could be 
served by joining this movement. Any 
body who joins must do so purely out of 
interest for his party and for the people, 
and without the hope of influencing any 
future action of the Governor.” 

That Republican State Chairman Wood. 
ruff and those who stand with him in the 
opposition to Gov. Hughes are keenly 
alive to the serious aspect the situation 
in this State is likely to assume at any 
moment was evidenced to-day when Mr. 
Woodruff issued a call for a conference 
of legislators and politicians affiliated 
with the Roosevelt faction...

ALBANY, Jan. 15.—The new gas-eleo- 

tric car which is expected to revolutionize 
railroading on short lines was given an 
official test to-day, having on board a 
party of representative men from the Del- 
aware & Hudson Railroad and the Amer- 
ican Locomotive and General Electric 
Companies. The car was specially de- 
signed and constructed by the General 
Electric Company for steam railroad work 
and may be used on several of the branch 
roads owned by the Delaware & Hudson 
Company, judging from the success of to- 
ay’s test run. 
The test was even more satisfactory 
than was anticipated, and the engineers 
were delighted with the performance of 
the car. A speed of sixty miles an hour 
was attained. 

The main feature of the car is its power 
equipment. The eight-cylinder gas engine 
develops 150 horse power and is coupled 
to a 120 horse power direct current gener- 
ator. The two motors which drive the car 
are each rated at 60 horse power, It is 
significant that this power its developed 
that the engine is operated, and the car 
controlled by one man in @ space eight by 
nine feet. 


GRADY HALTS MILITARY BILL. 


Senator Concludes That Walnwright 
Measure Jeopardizes State Rights.

MICHIGAN DIVORCE 
NOT VALID HERE 


Court of Appeals Decision in 
Olmsted Case Again Raises | 


Question of National Law.

| HIGHEST COURT SOUGHT 


Children of the Second Marriage Will 
Continue Fight, Which Involves 
More Than the $4,000 Estate. 


A case has just been decided by the New 
York Court of Appeals which is interest- 
ing in view of the agitation about the 
necessity for a National divorce law. 

Silas Olmsted, who lived in Tarrytown, 
died leaving real estate worth about 
$8,000 to his two sons and their “ lawful 
issue.”” Benjamin F. Olmsted, one of the 
two sons, married Mary Jane Olmsted in 
1850 in this State. By her he had four 
children—Daniel H., Clarence E., and 
Frank 8, Olmsted, and Mary O. Decker. 
They all now live in and around New 
York City. 

In 1870 Benjamin F, Olmsted went to 
New Jersey, his wife remaining in New 
York. In 1874 he went thrugh a marriage 
ceremony with Sarah Louise Welch in 
New Jersey, though he had not then ob- 
tained a divorce from his New York wife. | 
To this couple were born two children—| 
John H. and Willlam H. | 

The father then moved to Michigan, | 
and in 1882 brought suit against the New 
York wife for divorce, serving her by pub- 
lication only. She did not appear, and a! 
judgment by default was written down for 
the plaintiff. In the same year he went j 
through another marriage ceremony with 
the New Jersey mother of his last two 
children. Michigan had then, and still} 
has, a law providing that children born 
out of wedlock are legitimatized by a 
subsequent marriage. 

The next year the New York wife of 
Benjamin F. Olmsted got a judgment 
here against her husband for separation 
and alimony, and this alimony was paid 
until his death, counsel declares. 

The New Jersey mother of Benjamin 
Olmsted's children died in 1900; his New 
York wife in 1902, and he died in 1905. 
His half of his father’s property was to 
pass on to his “lawful issue.’ Were all 
six children lawful issue, or were only the 
first four children lawful isfue? 

The four New York children, through 
thelr attorneys, Read G. Dilworth of 149 
Church Street and Charles H. Luscomb of 
120 Broadway, began an action in the 
Supreme Court. in this county to get a 
judgment excluding the two New Jersey 
children from sharing in Benjamin Olm- 
sted’s property. Tho New Jersey children 
were represented by Byers & Snyder of 41 
Park Row. 

Counsel for the New York children ar- 
gued that the Michigan Court, which 
granted divorce papers to Benjamin F. 
Olmsted, did not obtain jurisdiction over 
Mary Jane Olmsted, a citizen of New! 
York, and that the New York courts 
could not recognize the Michigan mar- 
riage, and therefore not the law legitima- 
tizing the children. 

Justice Greenbaum, in the Supreme 
Court, decided to exclude the two New 
Jersey children from any share in the 
property. The case went to the Appellate 
Division, which decided that the New 
Jersey children should be admitted. The 
case was taken up to the Court of Ap- 
peals, which now hands down a decision 
against the New Jersey children. 

Counsel for the New Jersey children 
have given notice of appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. The amount in- 
volved in the fight is $4,000. The suit has 
been going on since 1900, 


TO PROVE THE EARTH MOVES. 


Columbia Professors to Repeat Fou- 
cault’s Experiment Made in 1851. 


Prof. Harold Jacoby and Dr. S. A. Mitch- 
ell of Columbia University are to repeat 
early in February the famous experiment 
of Foucault, who in 1851 gava the first 
evidence that “the earth do move.” By 
means of a long pendulum suspended 
from the dome of the Pantheon tn Paris, 
he proved that the plane of the oscillation 
of the pendulum would shift in the same 
direction as the motion of the sun. or 
opposite to the rotation of the earth. 

In the experiment to be tried at Co- 
lumbia a pendulum 91 feet long will be 
suspended from the dome of St. Paul's 
Chafel, built at Columbia last year. Its 
shaft will be of plano wire and its weight 
a cannon ball, 

The first experiment will be conducted 
by Dr. Mitchell on Friday, Feb. 7, at 3 
in the afternoon. The second will be on 
Wednesday, Feb. 12, and will be made 
by Prof. Jacoby. The experiment has not 
been tried in New York in many years.

On the outward 
passage she was delayed by adverse 
winds, but she made up for it on the re- 
turn. She left Capt Town on Dee. 15. For 
several days she maintained a speed of 
200 miles a day and once logged 290 knots.

TANKS DID NOT EXPLODE 


Mourners Claiming Their Dead Clash 
with Police When Refused Per- 
mission to Remove Them.

BOYERTOWN, Penn., Jan. 15.—Coroner 
Gtrasser’s figures to-night show 
there are 170 dead as the result of the 
fire in the Rhoades Opera House Monday 
night. One-fifteenth of the population of 
this town was wiped out. 

The list of dead includes one fireman, 
who died fighting the fire, and one man 
who died to-day from his injuries. 

Relatives and friends have officially or 
partially identified 115 bodies of the 168 
in the morgues. 

It was suggested to-day that the escap- 
ing gas from the picture machine tanks 
may have asphyxiated some of the people. 
Four survivors declare that 
men, women, and children struggling to 
flee from the hall, drop as if struck by a 
thunderbolt. 


The cylinder tanks which held the gas | 


used in connection with the stereopticon 
did not explode. 
except for the open valves. 


Henry W. Fisher, operator of the bio- | 


graph machine, refuses to take the blame 
for the disaster. He contradicted flatly 
to-day an interview in which he was 
quoted as saying that he felt he was re- 
sponsible. He said: 

“T did not turn the wrong valve of the 
gas tube. There was no explosion.” 

Relatives who wanted the bodies of 
their dead clashed with the State police 
to-night, and for a time a riot was im- 
minent. 

Coroner Strausser had given orders 
that the State remain in custody of the 
corpses, and Sergt. Weinchard told the 
indignant crowd ‘hat he could not com- 
ply with their requests for the bodies. 


Deputy Coroner Smith was finally ap- | 


pealed to, and he agreed to permit the 
removal. 

Three more bodies were taken from the 
ruins this afternoon. One was identified 
by a locket as that of Miss Annie Ritter, 
20 years old.

SOCIALISTS AND THEIR FLAG. 


In Canada not long ago a United 
States Consul hoisted the United Statés 
flag above the Canadian because he 
had but one flagstaff and wished to 
display the Canadian flag in compli- 
ment to a Dominion festival. His com- 
pliment was rejected along with his ex- 
planation, and the flag was torn down 
forcibly. On this side the border there 
was a similar incident, the Canadian 
flag being torn down, although no 
harm was meant fn hoisting it. Such 
incidents are frequent, yet in this city 
audiences are found who approve 
placing the red flag above the Stars 
and Stripes. The latest occasion is re- 
ported in The Tribune, which gives 


love the American flag, but as much as 
I love it I love the red flag better.” 
The hall in which she spoke was 
crowded to the doors, and twice as 
many as entered were turned away. 

This is not an individual outburst, but 
is characteristic of Socialism, just as 
{t 1s also characteristic of Socialists 
that the women are the most extreme 
of the “reds.” In Berlin on Sunday the 
men Socialists who were “ demonstrat- 
ing” before the Kaiser's palace fled be- 
fore the mounted police, but the women 
hung to the bridles of the horses, and 
used all the force they were capable of. 
In England the Socialist Sunday schools 
teach the children to regard the red 
flag as the emblem of liberty, more to 
be revered than the union jack. In 
the last Socialist Congress in France a 
resolution of loyalty was indeed adopted 
—along with inconsistent declarations 
of policy—but even so 14 per cent. 
voted in favor of passive treason. Sun- 
day’s telegrams reported the removal 
of a French Mayor from office for de- 
claring that he spat upon the French 
flag. And only a short time previously 
a French Socialist leader had been con- 
victed and imprisoned for publishing an 
article sympathizing with the Moors 
and denouncing the French soldiers in 
Morocco as - hired ruffians.” 

Even those who are tolerant of Social- 
ism cannot approve such manifesta- 
tions of the sentiment expressed by Mrs, 
Stoxes. To let the incident pasg un- 
condemned is to encourage its repeti- 
tion, and to foster here the dangerous 
heresies which as yet are more serious 
abroad than in the United States, but 
which are contrary to public interest 
everywhere. Mrs. StoKEs’s preachments 
regarding resistance to landlordism, and 
denunciations of the rich “who do 
nothing amd live off the toil of your 
hands” is pernicious enough. But all 
that is suggested here is that the coun- 
try’s flag, as the emblem of a free Gov- 
ernment, shall not be subordinated to 
any other. ‘In this country least of all 
should there be any tenderness for 
such an un-American sentiment. 

These things are worth: saying when 
it is remembered that the 2,068 Social- 
ist votes cast when Cleveland was

HARD LOT OF FIRE PATROLMEN. 


Suggestion for a Pension for a Poorly 
Paid Class. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The death of John Fallon of Fire Patrol 
No. 3 and the generous gift of Mr. Jeffer- 
son Seligman and Mr. William F. King 
to the widow of the man who sacrificed 
his life in the discharge of duty calls atp 
tention to a very real evil. Having had 
five years and three months’ experience 
in the Fire Patrol, I would say that the 
hours are twenty each day, with three 
days off a month, and the work very risky 
and dangerous, with irregular time for 
eating, as when the men are not on duty 
in the house they are stationed at a 
burned-out building to protect the in- 
terest of the insurance companies. 

There was a bill presented at Albany 
some years ago to pension, the men of 
this branch of the service, but it was 
killed before it came to light, no doubt by 
some one connected with the insurance 
companies. 

With Mr. Seligman I would advocate a 
pension fund for these men by taxing the 
insurance companies doing business in 
New York City 1 per cent. of the business, 
which would allow a good pension for 
each and every man. As the loss of life 
in this branch is small, the 1 per cent. 
tax would accumulate and would allow 
for a pension for old age. I will willing- 
ly give my help and whatever information 
possible to further this matter for the 
men in the Fire Patrol.

Senator Scott’s Bili| Asks for an Ap- 
propriation of $3,500,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—An appropria- 
tion of $3,500,000 for a new Post Office 
building in New York City is in a bill in- 
troduced to-day by Senator Scott. The

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Senator War- 
ren, Chairman of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, to-day introduced a bill ine 
creasing the pay of army officers as fol- 
lows: 

Lieutenant Generals, 10 per cent.; Major 

Generals and Brigadier Generals, 15 per 
cent.; Colonels, Lieutenant Colonels,, and 
| Majors, 20 per cent.; Captains, First) and 
iSecond Lieutenants, and cadets, 25 per 
leent. The provision of law allowing the 
| President to fix the pay of the enlisted 
men of the navy is applied to the enlisted 
men of the army, but it is provided that 
such increases shall not result in an en- 
hancement of more than 40 per cent. of 
the present pay. It also provides thas 
these increases shall apply to the navy, 
for equal grades. ,

He was a son of the 
late Rev. Dr. Joseph Alden, a lineal 
descendant of John and Priscilla Alden, 
and once a professor at Williams Col- 
lege and Lafayette, afterward President 
of Washington and Jefferson College, 
and still latergPresident of the State Nor- 
mal College at Albany. 

After his graduation from Lafayette Mr. 
Alden studied Jaw in the office of William 
M. Evarts. He practiced law four years 
jand then became an editorial writer on 
The New York Citizen, which was owned 
by Robert B. Roosevelt, the President's 
uncle. Leaving The Citizen, he was with 
THE Times for a short period. Later he 
was an editorial writer on The World and 
The Daily Grephic, remaining with the 
latter publication unfil its passing away. 
Then, in 1874, he returned to THe TIMES, 
and during this later connection wrote the 
* sixth column" editorials. 

In 1870 Mr, Alden became interested in 
the sport of canoeing which then was 
comparatively unknown here. He intro- 
duced the nautilus canoe into the United 
States, having secured drawings from 
Baden-Powell. The well-known shadow 
canoe was designed by him. He wrote 
much on canoeing for THE Times. He or- 
| ganized the New York Canoe Club, and 
was the first Commodore of the Ameri- 
can Canoe Association. He was a promi- 
nent figure at the early meets of the 
Canoe ssociation on Lake George. He 
himself spent his vacations canoeing. Fol- 
lowing his activities for the canoe, a 
craze similar to the later bicycle and auto- 
mobile fevers spread.oever the country.”

| pers, stating that he was without means 
jand that he had undergone an operation 
from which there was small hope of a 
permanent recovery. A fund was to be 
raised to send him to Buffalo and make 
'his last days comfortable. Rudyard Kip- 
‘ling, J. M. Barrie, Conan Doyle, Mar 
Corelli, Jerome K. Jerome, and Hall Cairfe 
| were among those who were named as 
| favoring the project. Mr. Alden wrote 
{to the newspapers, when he heard of it, 
i that his meane were sufficlent, and that 
the thing had been proposed without his 
knowledge.

EDWARD H, STROBEL DEAD. 


Had Been General Adviser of the Gov- 
ernment of Siam Since 1903. 


BANGKOK, Siam, Jan. 15,—Edward 
Henry Strobel, general adviser of the Gov- 
ernment of Siam, died to-day after a long 
fliness, in the course of which several 
surgical operations were performed. These 
operations became necessary on. account 
of blood-poisoning due to the bite of an 
insect in Egypt two years ago. The death 
of Prof. Strobel at the present time is 
considered a great loss to Siam. 


Edward Henry Strobel, Bemis Professor 
of International Law at Harvard, resigned 
from that chair in 1006 to assume a 
post permanently with the Government 
of Slam as general adviser. Prior to this, 
from 1903, he had been acting in a similar 
capacity while on an extended leave of 
absence nted him by Harvard. 

Prof. Strobel was born in Charleston, 
8. C., in 1855. He was connected with 
the United States Legation at Madrid 
for a time, and in 189 was Third As- 
sistant Secretary of State at Washington. 
Later he served as American Minister to 
Ecuador and to Chile. Resigning this 
post in 1897, Mr. Strobel served as arbi- 
trator of the Freralt claim between 
France and Chile. He was counsel for 
Chile before the United States and Chilean

President Finley said yesterday that this 
step had been decided on as an act of 
fairness. No rate laws were passed in| 
Tennessee, so the establishment of the; 
lower rate in that State will be voluntary 
on the part of the management. To a 
TIMES reporter President Finley said: 

“The situation in regard to the rate} 
| legislation in the South is briefly this: | 
Compromises are being reached in most | 
of the States on the basis of 244 cents a 
mile for single tickets, 2% cents a mile 
for family mileage books, and 2 cents a 
mile for commercial mileage books. These 
rates are to be put on trial for a period 
twelve months. In North Carolina a 
special session of the Legislature has been 
called to pass an act validating the un- 
derstanding regarding rates which has 
been reached between the Governor, the 
Railroad Commission, and the Southern 
Railway. In South Carolina it is expect- 
ed legislation ‘along the lines of the com- 
promise will be enacted. In Georgia the 
Railroad Commission is supreme, and an 
understanding has been reached with the 
cemmission. In Alabama. the situation is 
about the same, and in Mississippi it is 
expected the necessary legislation will be 
passed. 

“In Tennessee there have been no rate 
laws, but the Southern Railway has de- 
cided to put the compromise rates into ef- 
fect in that State also. Virginia 1s the 
only State in which an understanding has 
not been reached. The difficulties there 
are largely technical, however, and I 
think the way is opening for an agree- 
ment. 

‘These rates will call for advances in 
some cases and for reductions in other 
cases, the whole involving some financial 
sacrifice by the Southern Railway. These 
rates, however, as to be put into effect 
without prejudicing the rights of the 
Southern should it be found after a 
twelfth months’ trial that the interests of 
the railroad demand a modification.
